PARIS, Jan. 7.~—The Government prepara- 
tions to suppress disorder in Parisare not 
based upon any apprehension whatever of 
a royalist outbreak, but upon the attempts 
of the extreme Socialists to arouse an insur- 
rection. The Government does not view 
even the Socialist movement with serious 
apprehension, and is confident of its ability 
to maintain order. Gen. Saussier may be 
relied upon to give loyal support in the event 
ofan outbreak, and the troops under his 
command are believed to be equally loyal. 
The mob of Paris no longer pos- 
sesses the formidable character which it 
exhibited in the days of the Commune and of 
"48. The more dangerous leaders in public 
agitation are under continued surveillance 
and the Ministry of the Interior is kept ac- 
curately informed of any movement,no mat- 
ter how slight, in the din of disorderly dem- 
onstration. 
is far more thorough, although less obtrus- 
five and offensive, than under the late em- 
pire. The police could paralyze a Socialist 
demonstration at any moment by putting 
their hands upon the leaders, but it is 
thought best to wait for some open 
act of tawlessness before taking such 
a @Qecisive course. It is believed 
that, in view ofthe energetic action of the 
Government and the evident readiness to 
suppress any uprising, the more intelligent 
leaders of the extremists will succeed in pre- 
venting an outbreak that could only result in 
the severest punishment of all concerned in 
it. There are, nevertheless, a number of 
Aparchists who are willing to risk their 
lives should they see any prospect of striking 
“a serious blow at the existing order of 


things.

MEXICAN MATTERS. 


BORDER TROUBLES WILL NOT CAUSE INTER- 
NATIONAL DIFFERENCES. 


Crrr OF MExIco, Jan. 7.—In response to a 
request for an interview regarding the vari- 
ous reports which have appeared in Ameri- 
can newspapers recently growing out of the 
petty border disturDances, President Diaz to- 
day gave a correspondent an audience. 

How do you regard the disturbances on 
the lower Rio Grande?’’ was asked. 

While Iappreciate cordially your courtesy 
in offering me an opportunity to state my 
views,’’ said the President, yet Ido pot 
care to make any statement.’”’ 

Do you expect any serious trouble?“ 

I do not consider the matter of 
enough importance to make it worth while 
entering upon a discussion of it.“ 

After introaucing the correspondent toa 
member of the Cabinet, the intimation being 
that he might say w hat he liked, the audi- 
ence with President Diaz terminated. :

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


POINTS OF THE*4RISH HOME RULE BILL DIS- 
CUSSED. 

LONDON, Jan. 7.—The Journal discusses in 
its latestissue five points of the probable 
Irish home rule bill. It says that with re- 
gard to the land question the Dill will re- 
serve to Parliament for a certain time the 
sole right of legislation. tegarding 
the intention of the Irish members 
at Westminster, it is unlikely that 
the Government will meet the ques- 
tion by adopting Mr. Parnell's suggestion 
not to touch it until the question has been set- 
tled. Appointed judges will be retained by 
the Government for the fixedterm of five 
years, which term will be also fixed for com- 
plete transformation of the police into a civil 
body. It is hoped that England will deal 
liberally with the Irish and thus contribute 
to the Irish revenue, as Ireland will have no 
power to impose protective duties. The 
article is believed to have been inspired“ 
by a member of the G overnment or by some 
one near to Mr. Gladstone. 


FRANCE ASKED TO EXPLAIN. 

Brusseis, Jan. 7.—The Belgian Govern: 
ment has asked France whether the rejec- 
tion of the proposed commercial treaty with 
Switzerland, to which the French Chamber 
of Deputies recently refused to consent, im- 
plies a similar refusal on the part of France 
totreat liberally with Belgium. Pending a 
reply from France the Belgian Government 
is vigorously pushing commercial negotia- 
tions with other European countries and 
also with the United States. 

BORROWING FROM THE ROTHSCHILDS. 

BupA PESTH, Jan 7.—The Ungarische Post 
says that the Government has signed an 
agreement with the Rothschilds by the terms 
of which'the latter will take at 91 515,000,000 
crowns worth of 4 per cent rentes tbat will be 
issued to replace the present paper and silver 
certificates of the Hungarian Government.

NEAR THE END 


The Gallows Has No Terrors for 
Chesterton’s Murderers. | 


Their Time Divided Between Laughter 
and Prayer.

LAST WEEK ON EARTH OF DR. J. K 
*. HILL'S ASSASSINS.

‘Weird Gongs, Fervent Supplications, 
Horse Play. and Bible Reading Alter- 
nate With the Condemned Men--To Be 
Hanged Next Friday—Ehoplifters Ar- 
rested — Letter-Box Raided — Charges 
Against an Asylum Official—Crime 
News. 


CHESTERTON, Md., Jan. 7.—Eight negroes, 
ranging in color froma light tan to a dead 
black, are Confined in the county jall here. 
They are to be hanged next Friday for the 
murderof Dr. J. H. Hill. Nevertheless a 
jollier aggregation of Ham’s descendants 
than they are would be aificult 
to find. The fact that in less 
than one week, Providence or the 
Governor not interfering, they are to be 
aropped into eternity doesn’t seem to dis- 
turb them. They shout and sing and laugh 
and joke about the coming event as though 
It were a possum dinner.“ Some of them 
show slight signs of depression at odd inter- 
vals, but the majority rather seem to feel 
proud that they are to take part in so notable 
a performance. 

Fletcher Williams and „Buck Brooks sulk 
at times, but the others are always in good 
humor. Williams and Brooks are more dl. 
rectly concerned in the murder than their 
companions, for it was the knife thrust by 
the former and the cruel blow with a stone 
by tue other that caused the physician’s 
death. The others aided and abetted, 
The condemned men make merry, 
just as they sang and danced 
and ‘‘patted Juba’’ on the bridge 
that dark night in April when they com- 
mitted the murder. The men occupy ground 
floor cells in the County Jalil. Moses Brown, 
the oldest, has a cell to himself, ‘Williams 
and Brooks also have acell each. They are 
shackled about the feet. In the large, steel- 
lined murderers’ cell are Charles Sumner 
Morry, Josh Brainard and Frisby Comegys, 
three of the boys, andin another small cell 
are Lewis Benson and Henry Hurtt. In front 
of the cells is a corridor about eight feet 
wide, lighted at each end by a heavily grated 
window, and at one ehd is the door, through 
whith they will walk to the gallows next 
Friday. Each morning the prisoners are 
allowed to go into the corridor for exercjse, 
the boys all at once and the men singly. The 
boys make thisa time for an old-fashioned 
romp if no one except the jailers happen to 
be by. They run up and down the corridor, 
wrestling and tripping each other, and 
indulge in a- variety of the game of tag, in 
which they run around on all fours and en- 
deavor to playfully bite each other. The 
men in their liberty hours’’ sit by the 
stove, smoke and chat with the jallers, 
Then they have intervals of plety. The men 
and boys start to praying and singing to- 
gether inthe peculiar manner of the negro. 
One startsa hymn in a low minor key and 
sings for some time alone. Then, 
as the weird droning continues, and 
one and another take up either the air or 
the refrain until all, or nearly all, 
are singing. Then one, usually either Brown 
or Brainard, begins a fervid prayer. These 
two men have deep, rich voices,and they 
ejacniate a few words of the prayer at a 
time in a sing-song way at each rest or long 
note ofthe hymn. The men do not sing in 
chorus, but seem to chant, each one on his 
own account, though the whole makes har- 
mony. The volces range from the high tenor 
of Comegys to the deep bassof Williams. 


They gradually work themselves into almost 
a frenzy, singing and shouting‘‘amen’’ at}the 
top of their voices. Sometimes they keep 
their devotions up two or three hours in the 
ne only stopping from sheer exhaus- 
tion. 

Moses Brown reads the Bible a good deal. 
Nearty all read the Bible. Moses Brown reads 
it much of the time in daylight and rejoices 
because his cell is nearest the west winvow, 
where he has more light and can read longer 
than the other prisoners. He seldoms sings 
or jokes, but is always pleasant. Let he is 
considered the worst character of the lot. 
His face is almost bestial in appearance.

Deadly Gas Explosion in a Pitabang 


Tenement House. 


TWO FAMILIES BURIED UNDER THE 
WRECKED BUILDING, 


Three Killed and Four Badly Injured—A 
Cellar Full of Inflammable Vapor Fired 
by a Lemp—Had an Arm Broken— 
The Casualtv ‘Record of a Day. 


PIrrsBcne, Pa., Jan. 7.—By an explosion 
of gas at. No. 1010 Sarah street, South Side, 
three were killed and several. - 
zurod.

The explosion occurred in a three-story 
brick house, which was jointly occupied by 
the families of Thomas Duffy and William 
Harris. The latter family occupied three 
rooms on the third floor. Harris goes to work 
at7o’clock. He arose shortly after 6, leav- 
ing his wife and child in bed, and, taking the 
scuttle in one hand and a lighted lamp in the 
other, started downstairs to the cellar for 
coal. The house was closed at the time, as 
the Duffy family was yet in bed. Harris 
thought he recognized a smell of gas, 
but was not alarmed, not thinking of any 
danger. He opened the cellar door and 
started slowly» down the steps trying to 
shield hislamp,as a strong gust of icy alr 
rushing up the stairs into the warmer atmos- 
phere above might biow out the light. Harris 
reached the bottom steps when suddenly the 
very alr seemed turned to fire, which fora 
moment blinded him and caused intense 
pain. At the same time he felt himself 
caught up and hurled half way up the steps, 
while his lighted lamp was shattered 22 — 
a post. 

The house in which the explosion occurred 
isa doudle brick. One half is occupied by 
the family of Charles Reid and the members 
were asleep. They also were hurled from 
their beds, and Mr. Reid said he had scarcely 
fallen on the floor when two other explosions 
occurred in rapid succession and the entire 
bouse threatened to collapse. There was 
neither natural nor illuminating gas inthe 
house, and it is supposed that the gas leaked 
into the cellar from one of the large mains on 
the street. The loss is $1,500. 

The neighborhood was shaken by the ter- 
ric explosion and the few persons on the 
streets sawthe house totter for a moment, 
wait the roof fell in, followed by the right 
wall.

Mgr. Satolli and the Archbishops Have 
a Better Understanding. 


TIME SMOOTHING AWAY THE RECENT 
ASPERITY OF DISCUSSION. 


The Whole Controversy Reviewed by 
Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia— 
No Conflict Exists Between the Papal 
Ablegate and the Church Hierarchy— 
All Decisions Rest With Rome. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—There is no breach 
to-day between Mgr. Satolli, the Ablegate of 
the Pope to this country and the American 
Archbishop, says a morning paper, but there 
was four weeks ago and it was of so serious 
a character that an open clash of authority 
was threatened. The difference was due toa 
misunderstanding as to the purpose and 
scope of the Ablegate’s mission aud the day 
he landed in New York the American arch- 
bishops were disposed to resent his coming. He 
was, however, given a courteous greeting 
because he came from Rome, and during all 
the dissension his presence since has caused 
the archbishops have grown more willing 
every day to support and uphold him inthe 
difficult position he occupies. Archbishop 
Ryan, who entertained Mgr. Satolll during 
his visit to the Philadelphia archdiocese, was 
asked if it was true that the Pope’s repre- 
sentative had been. treated at any time with 
discourtésg since he reached these shores. 

**The American archbishops,’’ he said, 
‘*have never shown the slightest disrespect 
to Mgr. Satojli, the papal Ablegate. I know 
positively that Archbishop Corrigan and a 
number of his priests were prepared to re- 
ceive him on his arrival in New York, when 
the Archbishop was informed that he was to 
be received by another delegation on a 


United States steamer and to be the guest of 


the Government. Archbishop Corrigan was 
not informed when and where the reception 
was totake place, but he afterward enter- 
tained the Ablegate with this usual hospl- 
tality at his own home. rc 

The Archbishop was asked if there was any 
truth in the report that the Pope had been 
requested, as 8 to recall his dele- 


gate. 

The American archbishops have not re- 
quested the recall of Mgr. Satolli. For him 
personally they entertain no sentiments ex- 
cept those of admiration for his great learn- 
ing, plety and purity of intention. 
That there was a temporary mis- 
understanding between the American arch- 
ishops, and Mer. Satolli is cer- 
tain, dut it has been dissipated, I firmly be- 
lieve, bya recent action of the sovereign 
pontiff, which may have been suggested by 
the zood monsignor himself). If there was a 
misunderstanding between Peter and St.

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TALK ABOUT A SALE OF THE OLD WIN 
KLEMEYER BREWERY BLOCK. 


The St. Louis Terminal Association Said 
to Be the Buyers—Leased for Ninety- 
nine Years—A Lucas Avenue Corner 
Sold for $25,000. 


It was currently reported in real estate 
Gircies to-day that the St. Louis Terminal 
Association, now constructing the new 
Union Depot, has arranged the 
preliminaries for the purchase of 
the Excelsior Brewery property, which em- 
braces the whole of city biock No. 400 on the 
north side of Market, between Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth streets: next east of the 
Union Depet premises proper. This proper- 
ty, now owned by the St. Louis Brewing As- 
sociation, was formerly known as the 
Winkelmeyer Brewery.

The Men Had Effected an Entrance Into 
Henry Heinmiller’s Saloon, on Miller 
Street—Louis Seiff’s Story of How He 
Lost His Saloon—Police News of an

Martin Flanagan has of late found stealing 
a very painful vocation to follow for a 
living, as he is again confined in the 
City Hospital with two bullet holes through 
his limbs. He was shot by Officer 
Edward Herr of the Second District while 
burglarizing Henry Heinmiller’s saloon, 150 
Miller street, There has been a rious of 
burglaries committed on Miller 1 of late 
and Heinmiller’s saloon has been entered 
twice. The officers who walk the beat 
have been on, the lookout for the ‘‘night 
workers,’’ and last night Officer 
Herr was rewarded seeing three men walk 
up to the saloon, glafice around, and, seeing 
no one, commence operations on the glass 
door. Herr did not move. The burglars 
Knocked out the pane and two of them 
climbed in.

Seeing the 
officer near, one of them fired a 
shot at him and retired, Herr 
poured four shots through the 
window in rapid succession and took his 
stand near the door to load up again. He 
heard the men breaking through a rear win- 
dow making their escapeand at the same 
time Officer Bernsdorff rushed up to Herr’s 
assistance. Herr ran around to the rear 
and broke in the door. The bura- 
lars had fed. He and Bernsdorft 
searched the sbeds in the back yard and 
found a man hiding in one corner witha 
bullet hole in his arm near the biceps and an- 
other in his left leg near the knee. He sur- 
rendered without resistance and gave 
his weapon. He gave the name 
Tom Ward and was sent to the 
Hospital. There he was recognized as Mar- 
tin Flanagan, who had been discharged from 
the institution onlya few weeks ago after 
recovering froma bullet wound in the rear 
of hisanatomy. Seven weeks ago he tried to 
steal a keg of beer from a wagon standing 
on Seventh and Biddle streets, when the 
driver came out of a saloon and caught him. 
He fred a shot at Flanagan, which caused 
him to drop the keg and clutch the seat of his 
trousers. He was laid up five 
weeks in the hospital. Flanagan has 
deen recognized by Detective Ziegier 
who says he is known under the aliases of 
Dent Crane and John Joyce. His picture 1s 
No. 48 in the Rogues’ Galiery, and he has 
served a term in State’s prison for burglary. 
A warrant was sworn out this morning 
charging him with burglary.

Judge Valliant refused this morning to 
grant the writ of mandamus against Health 
Commissioner Brennan, which was applied 
for yesterday afternoon by Louis Rohlfing. 
The object of the writ was to compel 
the Health Commissioner to grant Rohl- 
fing a permit to cut ice on a pon d 
in the northwestern section of the city for 
purposes, as he alleged, of cooling wine in 
the vaults of a wine company. Rohlfing 
stated that he had made the application for 
the permit in due form, and had presented 
a bond in the sum of $2,000 duly approved by 
the Mayor, as provided by law, and the 
Health Commissioner had refused the 
per zult. 5 

Judge Valllant, in refusing to grant the 
writ, said that under the ordinance it was a 
discretionary matter with the Health Com- 
missioner whether he would grant permits 
of the kind, and it was not the province of 
the court to interfere unduly with that dis- 
cretionary power. An ordinance is now 


ndinginthe Municipal Assembly to pro- 
wit ice cutting altogether from the city, 
2 and sloughs, as it is thought this 
ce may be the means of propagating 
disease inthe summer months.

TO KEEP OUT CHOLERA. 


President Favors Twenty Days’ 
Quarantine—Washington News. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—Itis shid on 
good authority to-day that the quarantine 
circular, announced to be issued by the 
Treasury Department a few days ago, may 
not be got out. This circular, it is learned, 
would state that seven Cays’ quarantine 
would be enforced on all immigrants seeking 
to take passage onthe other side of the wa- 
ter. It was intended that these immigrants 
be subjected to medical examination by 
physicians in foreign countries. Ifthe chol- 
era germs does not appear within five days 
it is held that there is no longer any 
there. If these instructions were followed 
there would be no need of quarantine in 
American ports. This circular was pre- 
sented to President Harrison for approval 
and it is said that it was rejected. The 
President insisted that so longas he wag in 
power the regular twenty days’ quarantine of 
last fall in American ports would be followed.

Assistant Commissioner of the General 
Land Office Manning P. Ross is busily en- 
gaged preparing the exhibit of that 
office at the World’s Fair.

products. etc., the timber, mineral and ag- 
ricultural resources of the various sections of 
the country. It is proposed to place before 
the public information as to the development 
of the country from its infancy tothe present 
time; to show the country’s growth by 
cession and purchase, the developments 
of the required territory; the advaiice- 
ment in the rectangular system 
of surveys adopted by the Government, ex- 
hibiting the extent of the surveyed and un- 
surveyed portion of the public land in States 
Territories.

' NEw Yorn, Jan. 6.—In every American 
city, even in this modern Babylon, where the 
influences are adverse, many men are always 
debating in their own minds the advisability 
of marriage. At the present season, when 
new resolutions are made and new enter- 
prises formed, such debates are increased 
and intensified. So much may be sald in 
favor of and against matrimony that a decis- 
ion must be hard toarriveat. Afterall every- 
one must settle the question for himself, and, 
having settied it, must determine by his own 
experience whether conjugality or celibacy 
is better or worse. 

THE MISCHIEF OF A PROVERB, , 

Mental and temperamental considerations, 
which are as intricate as numberless, are 
little thought of in marriage, at least in com- 
parison with financial considerations. And 
those aré not sufficiently weighed by half, 
though they have more weight, probably than 
any other, Marriage is, above all, practical, 
and it would be well if everybody would re- 
member this before committing it. The 
political economists of the Old World have 
observed that it is regulated by the price of 
corn. When corn is cheap, husbands multi- 
ply ; when i. is dear, husbands diminish. In 
this country prosperity is so general that 
matrimony is not affected by the state of the 
market, but matrimony declines as the Re- 
public ages, particularly in the Northeast 
andatthe largest centers. Since the civil 
war, which caused a new era here, cultured 
well-reared Americans are less inclined than 
they were before it to take wives, owing 
largely, it is thought, tothe augmented ex 
pense of living and the growth of luxury. 
The mass of people, who do not reflect and 
are more or less indifferent to responsibility, 
goon marrying as usual, regardless of the 
future or of the adaptation of means to ends, 
They are not romantic; they are heedless and 
constitutionally hopeful without ground for 
hope. Men who consider wedlock, what it 
involves and what it. costs, are naturally de- 
terred from it unless they have, or can see 
ahead, money enough to provide for it with 
some degree of comfort. And tothis class 
the path that Jjeads to Hymen’s temple 
gets rougher and rougherevery year. To use 
the old joke, matrimony in these days has 
become, in a restricted sense,a matter of 
money. Whoever takes the connubial fleld 
without proper equipment therein Is liable to 
repent of it. And a certain income is the 
proper equipment. Scores of causes may 
wreck matrimony; but no one cause is 80 
greatly to be dreaded as inadequate pecunl- 
ary means. General causes may be diss 
pated; permanent, grinding poverty seldom 
can be. Once more let it be said as warning, 
marriage is above all practical, as thousands 
and tens of thousands throughout the land 
have learned too late and to their wretched- 
ness. 

A DANGEROUS AGE, 

Young men between 23 and 33 are in the 
greatest danger, and, having had as arule 
limited experience, are aptto be influenced 
by older minds that ought to bo good coun- 
selors. Many of those do a good deal of 
harm by repeating ancient proverbs that 
have caught a flavor of wisdom by long cur- 
rency. One of these, constantly heard and 
enduringly mischievous, is that TWo can 
live as cheaply as one.’’ A great many 
young folks have doubtless been induced to 
wed by its ceaseless iteration. They 
have found out what a monstrous faise- 
hood it is, and have suffered. intensely 
from its adoption, Thesaying is so trans- 
parently false that it is strange any one 
should acceptit. Butits repeaters are com- 
monly family men of middle-age, or older, 
monetarily independent, perhaps rich, and 
Besides, they are 
likely to recall their past, showing how they 
had nothing when they married, how they 
prospered, notwithstanding, and how their 
marriage, withaslender income, contributed 
to their prosperity. Nor do they design to 
misrepresent. Their facts are correct, but 
not their inferences. They are shrewd, for 
the most part, with an eye to business, andto 
promising chances, and they readily get on. 
Getting on was much easier in their time 
than it is now, when the competition 
is greater, living costlier, opportunities 
fewer than they werethen. The young men 
they try to encourage and unwittingly de- 
ceive may not be at all of their practical sort. 
If they follow the advice given they may rue 
it, and are likely to, indeed. To-day con- 
ditions have altered and in big cities wed- 
lock is bought dearly. 

EVENINGS AT HOME. 

The proverb may be verified when the 
bridegroom has been lavish, self-indulgent; 
when he wantstochange his course and set- 
tle down, to become domestic, instead of dif- 
fusive. It is plainly more economical to 
spend one’s evenings at home with one’s wife, 
than to knock about town, playing cards, 
supping late and drinking champagne in mis- 
cellaneous company. But the proverb is not 
intended for bridegrooms of this stamp, who 
look upon homes as reformatories, and wives 
asa new wep ough for their jaded appétites. 
Such fellow§ ought not to be husbands, and 
seldom dke good ones, despite the adage 
about reformed rakes. Indeed, they are not 
prone toconnubial ambition, unless connu- 
biality offer some other reward than its 
simple self. They generally embrace it from 
external, wholly selfish considerations. 

Under ordinary circumstances it is as ab- 
s urd to say that two can live as cheaply as 
one as to say thatthe figure two has no 
more value than one. Take a young man, 
single, whoinacity can earn $1,200 tn $1,500 
annually, whichis above the average, and 
make him responsible for a wife. How will 
he succeed? Very Il in all probability. Ho 
can live comfortably alone if he be prudent 
and self.restrained; he may even save 
something, butasa husband he can hardly 
avoid debt, try ashe may. His expenses are 
usually doubled from the start and are likely 
to increase. As a rule it costs more fora 
woman to live in a populous town than it 
costs aman when both are strictly frugal. 
He needs as a bachelor, if he boards, a small 
sleeping chamber. A husband and his wife 
must have at least a sizable room and a fire, 
six months out of twelve. Her clothes cost 
more than his, for she requires more gar- 
ments than he to appear respectable. He 
can dress as well on $20) annually as she can 
for 850 to $400. She being bound, like all 
her sex, to conventionality cannot skimp and 
shift as he may. Conventionality in any 
form is expensive, and a woman of education 
and sensipility has grown to bea luxury in 
the Republic. Men who are Americans and 
poor should avoid entangling alliances with 
her, of the matrimonial sort especially. Asa 
wife she requires dozens of little things that 
he can conveniently dispense with and must 
be a serious tax on a very limited exchequer. 

It is commonly remarked that a woman 
does not smoke, drink, play billiards, does 
not have divers sources of outgo which he 
would be better off without. But on an 
ordinary salary he cannot harm himself by 
these practices unless he depends on credit. 
Small earnings should insure morality and 
moderation. Many men are reasonably vir- 
tucus because they cannot afford to be other - 
wise. Poverty compels when principle might 
yield, 
MARRIAGE IN NEW YORK. 

What is the effect of money, or its absence, 
on marriage in New York, the capital of the 
nation, and, in a way, its representative 
city? Itisnot dear, as respects the neces- 
saries of life. A bachelor may live here, and 
in considerable comfort, and get more for 
what he spends than anywhere else in the 


United States. Itiseminently the place for 


the spot he would choose of all others, 
at least on this side of the sea. Having a 


regular income of $1,500 to $2,000, small as it 
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4 
is, he can get on if he be a frugal manager, 
without friction or loss of dignity. He can- 
not obviously stay at a very good hotel or 
take his meals at a,high-class restaurant. 
But he can get wholesome and sufficient 
food in quiet, out-of-the-way places. No 
city on the globe, except Paris, bas so 
many and so varied restaurants, and he can 
sleep and keep his trunk (home is, in Amer!l- 
can parlance, where the trunk is) in a hall 
bedroom. Three suits of clothes—one for 
business, one for morning or afternoon and 
one for evening—will serve his purpose. 
Here nobody asks or cares where or how one, 
lives. If one be reputablg, presentable and 
has good manners, little else is required in 
one’s outward relation to one’s acquaint- 
ances. y 

A bachelor may spend his days or evenings 
advantageously ata public library. He may 
belong to a club fora small annual outlay; 
have his address there; read the newspapers 
and magazines, write his letters and receive 
his out-of-town friends there. He may have 
at a club far more than the boasted and un- 
certain comforts of a home for 90 or $75 a 
year, whenahome, with any approach to 
such convenience, smoothness and gratifica- 
tion must be an establishment that only a 
fortune can sustain. 

A GOOD INCOME, 

On $4,000 to $5,000 a year a bachelor may 
here enjoy luxury, which as a husband he 
could scarcely compass with five or six times 
the amount. If he cares for society, he is 
generally welcometo pleasant, refined cir- 
cles, though if he wishto keep his bachelor- 
hood, and not entrench upon his capital, he 
would bettershun them. Pleasant circles 
have pleasant maiden daughters who are al- 
ways dangerous and capable of overcoming, 
in a most mysterious manner, anti-matri- 
monial views, supposed to be inflexible, 
Many a resolute bachelor of limited means 
has become a benedict before fairly under- 
standing his peril. And though he may have 
enjoyed his bondage, he must have recog- 
nized at once its expensiveness and the stu- 
pendous fallacy of the ancient proverb. 
There should be no objection to marriage un- 
der proper circumstances and with an un- 
derstanding of its requirements. It is mis- 
chievous only when entered into, asso often 
happens, without due reflection and mutual 
fitness. 

While general conditions in New York are 
propitious to celibacy. they certainly are not 
to connubiality. A man who Knows the city 
and lacks adequate means, is more intrepid 
than prudent, more bold than reasonable if 
he takesa wife, unless induced by a great 
love or an exalted chivalry. The salaries of 
husbands and fathers are not, it is needless 
to say, any largerthan those of bachelors, 
while their expenses are three or four-fold. 

The cost ef Hving steadily increases here 
much more proportionately than wages do. 
The average earnings of fairly educated, 
more or less refined men, native born, 
many of them AnglG-Americans, are not, 
it is reported, above $1,500 to 61,600 a 
year. ‘The figures may seem too low 
when we remember how many men 
get $4,000 and $5,000. But these 
b men who can do something 

etter than the mass of their fellows, 
are not many, ina comparative sense, Aver- 
age earnings, representing average men, are 
necessarily small; smaller than we should 
believe without observation and thought. 
Big salaries we are so constantly hearing of— 
they are, for the most part, exaggerated, 
too—that they seem common instead of ex- 
ceptional. a 
HOW DO THEY LIVE. 

The great majority of New.Yorkers, not 
counting mechanics or Minor trades- people, 
are dependent on salaries and the bulk of 
them are married. How do they live? The 
common saying, that half the world does 
not know how the other half live, applies in 
this ease. Weof this city seldom think of our 
immediate neighbors; are often unacquaint- 
edeven with their names, feel noconcern for 
them, unless circumstances in some way in- 
dividualize them. But how do they live? It 
would be interesting, perhaps painful, to 
know. The mass of them, though employed 
there, have their homes out of town, in brook- 
lyn or elsewhere on Long Island, in West- 
chester, on Staten Island, in New Jersey, for 
the sake of cheaper rent and various little 
economies, Marriage must, indeed, be irre- 
sistible to the average man, when he at- 
tempts hopsekeeping on an average salary. 

NO Gu the need of money is felt there 
more than in any native or foreign city. 
Partly because it is in America and partly 
because Americans are not, as in Eur 
rope, divided into definite and distinct 
classes. We want to do very much 
what our fellows do, and con- 
demn ourselves when we cannot. Then 
there is such vast wealth in the com- 
munity, so unequally divided, that they who 
have little feel extremely poor. We may not 
value riches or attach importance to them; 
they are too common for that. But we seem 
wronged, somehow, not to have our share. 
Our condition, contrasted with that of oth- 
ers, appears mean, and we repine at it. 

Necessities are cheap in Manhattan, lux- 
ur lies are very dear and so many that we seem 
to need them mainly, the necessities being 

© can get on witha 
We must have them 
in abundance if marred. To marry, there- 
fore, isto divide an income by tour or five 
and to rivet on our neck and on the necks of 
others, whom we love, the tron collar of pov- 
erty. Here the thought becomes, abstractly 
repugnant, not through selfishness, but 
through imagined sy™pethy of what might 
be. A great many 18. are annually deterred

PREJUDICE AGAINST CHILDREN. 

AS most couples have, in the course of 
nature, twoorthree children, they require 
about $5,000a Pear tolive with any degree 
ofcomfort. The cost of living ead the con- 
stituence of comfort cannot veil be agreed 
on, because different persons have different 
ideas on the subject. ut the figures named 
have been reached by careful calculation and 
are based on actual experience. Comparing 
them with the 51.500 or $1.600 which the 
average man is able toearn, the prospect of 
wedlock is far from encouraging. And the 
deduction is that only an extraordinary man 
—extraordinary as to his earning power—is 

ualined for husbandhood. Poverty is un- 

eniably the greatest disturber of matri- 
monial conditions, and has more to do with’ 
their disturbance than any other one thing— 
Ere than any four orfive things com- 
ned, 

New York has often been called a city of 
paupers and millionaires. This is not true 
but at a cursory glance it may seem such. It 
certainly conveys toa stranger the impres- 
sion that its advantages are for the rich, and 
that the poorcan have little satisfaction in 
it. To any one acquainted with it, its facts 
and influences are anti-matrimonial and 
anti-progenistic; It is essentially a Malthu- 
slan capital. It appears to say, If you 
have money makethis your home; do what 
youlike. Do not Umit your extravagances. 
Get married, If you choose; have a numerous 
family. Tothe wealthy everything is given 
and forgiven. But, if you are indigent tarry 
not here; shake this dust from your feet! 
Above all, if youarea bachelor, remain such. 
Tempt not ill-fortune and the impecunious 
destinies hy procreation! If you do, the 
will avenge themselves on you and yours. If 
you multiply yourself you multiply your 
evils. Be wise in time, and exercise self- 
denial.’’ 

A home, in any true sense, is not tobe got 
here by a man without means. He must 
board, live ina dark, cramped apartment or 
go out of town. Children are virtually inter- 
dicted. Landlords and landladies and queens 
ofthe kitchen are opposed to them. The 
poor little creatures are not forgiven for be- 
ing born, though they are not responsible for 
their birth. 

The ordinary mode of living here, which Is 
in apartments, is not adapted tochildren, 
who reguire more air, more sun, more space 
than apartments usually accord. They do 
not flourish there; they languish, sicken,dle, 
ee so yleld to the inexorable spirit of the 

own. 

Although marriage is beset with so many 
obstacles and so liable to unfortunate conse 
quences through absence of insufficient 
means, it is not claimed that the rich in gen- 
eral are lucky in their alliances. A happy 
medium between weaith and poverty secures 
inthe mainthe best results, provided that 
the neither-rich-nor- poor, in uniting, temper 
zeal with discretion. 

The poor have as much right, and more 
need, tolove and be loved than the non- 
poor, But matrimony increases their 
poverty, adds to their cares and burdens; 
throws them so much on one another; so re- 
stricts their freedom and pleasure that, 
losing patience and hope, they go asunder. 
If they had had a Detter income they would 
probably have been more harmonious, and 
have remained together. If the poor will wed 
they should take up their abode in atown less 
hostile to conjugal enterprise, more propiti- 
ous to conjugal valor. ’ 

Every argument drawn from fact, every 
feeling drawn from selfishness is against 
marriage in Manhattan. She smiles seduc- 
tively on bachelorsand frowns forbiddingly 
on husbands. Noone can tail toapplaud him 
who, witha trlvlal income, yet takes a wife, 

rompted by purest love, and defies the 

ates. His hope is radiant; his fate is quench-

PAYING TO PROMOTE CRIME. 


The enormous cost to the State of the 
administration of criminal law is specially 
mentioned in the message of Gov. Francis. 
The Governor states that although the 
Legislature appropriated $585,000 to defray 
the expenses of criminal cases, all of that 
sum has been drawn and there is a deficit 
of about $35,000 in the amount needed ior 
this purpose. 

If the Legislature will have the records 
and expenditures of the criminal courts of 
this city carefully examined it will dis- 
cover a tremendous and useless drain 
upon the criminal costs fund. The State 
as well as the city has suffered heavily 
irom the work of the Four Courts ring in 
the obstruction and defeat of law enforce- 
ment in St. Louis. The political manipu- 
lations and the corrupt influences which 
have operated through the protection of 
law-breakers to foster crime and corruption 
increased the bur- 
dens of the State. They havé kept the 
docket overloaded with continued cases 
and the jail‘ filled with prisoners. The 
added costs by reason of frequent continu- 
ances and manipulation of ; 
served not to enforce the law but to defeat 
it, and the -State, 
paying added costs to promote crime. 

The people of Missouri have nearly as 
deep an interest in the reform of the ad- 
ministration of criminal law in this city 
as the citizen sof St. Louis, not alone on the 
general principle that what affects a part 
of the State affects the whole State, but for 
the specific reason that they must share in 
the increased burdens caused by misman- 
agément and corruption. The Legis- 
lature is urged to relieve the enforcement 
of criminal law in St. Louis from the in- 
fluences which obstruct and degrade it, 
from every stand point of good government.

Many a criminal has unpunished 
because the jury recognized the fact that 
to punish him dy imprisonment in the 
“penitentiary meant the severer punishment 
of an innocent wife and innocent, helpless 
children who were dependent upon him 
tor support. They realized that under the 
present system, by which the convict is 
made the slave of the State or of a greedy 
contractor, greater punishment may 
be inflicted upon the innécent than 
the guilty and that the consequences of 
the enforcement of the law would be the 
imposition of unmerited misery upon the 
guiltless dependents of the law-breaker, 
and the further encouragement of crime 
and vice by tempting the victims to resort 
to them to satisfy the demands of hard 
necessity. 

Lawyers know the force of this appeal 
to mercy, and by means of it over- 
come justice with pity. The law is thus 
disregarded and justice is brought into re- 
proach. More than this, the convict who 
feels that he is a slave, compelled to work 
without hope of reward, becomes hard- 
ened and resentiul, whereas, if his labor 
means help for those dependent upon him 
or the making of a new startin life with 
something in hand with which to face the 
world he may be stimulated to better con- 
duct and to more energetic and faithful 
labor. The fair pay of convicts would re- 
move also that irrepressible question of 
unjust competition of convict with free 
abor. 4 

The movement therefore in favor of 
some system for giving the convicts or 
their families an interest in the proceeds of 
their labor and setting aside their surplus 
earnings for the benefit of the family, or 
if there be no family, for the convicts 
themselves, is as beneficialyn policy as it 
is sound in the principles of justice and 
humanity. Without reference to the un- 
speakable horrors of some phases of the 
contract system and viewing the present 
methods at their best, they are both in- 
human and impolitic. The time is over- 
Fipe for radical reforms in the treatment 
of convicts, the modernizing and 
humanizing of the prison Let

Meyer in golng to his former residence on 
Russell avenue at a very early hour yester- 
day morning and carting away a quantity of 
goods which he claimed as his personal 
property and effects, brief mention of which 
was made in the Post-Disratcon yesterday 
afternoon.

defendant in the divorce proceedings went 


to the splendid mansion on Russel avenue 
with two wagons belonging to the Meyer 
Bros. drug-house with a number of 
men and began removing artieles from 
the house and loading them into the wagons.

REPORTED RATE-OUTTING. 


St. Louis Discriminated Against—A Pe- 
culiar Corn Shipment. 

Not a Httle dissatisfaction is being ex- 
pressed by wheat and corn exporters on ac- 
count of the manner in which the rajlroads 
are manipulating rates to the seaboard, 
It is stated ~ that hard wheat 
shipped by way of Chicago receives a 
rebate of 10 cents, while on St. Louls ship- 
ments no deduction at allfis made, and the 
roads declare that they will make no altera- 
tions in the rates now established. Of 
course the effect of this is to throw 
the business to Chicago, as with 3 
closed river 81. Louis cannot competé 
against such rates. There are some, how: 
ever, who believe thatthe ratiroads are not 
holding to their rates as strictly as they 
state. As an instance the sbipmefit on 
Thursday of 50,000 bushels of corn 
to the seaboard is . cited. This 
shipment, it is alleged, could only have been 
made ata loss were the rates maintained, 
and the impression is strong that no loss was 
incurred. At the same time rumors of the 
cutting of eact- bound flour,are prevalent.

With William Whalen. 


HE USED VERY STRONG LANGUAGE TO 
THE MINE PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Nicholaus Says He Complained Par- 
ticularly of the Manner in Which 
Poor People Had Been Induced to Put 
Meney Into the Venture— Claims That 
Whalen Made Damaging Admissions. 


Wililam Whalen, the promoter of the St. 
Peter’s Consolidated Gold and Silver Mining 
Co.,is either possessed of an unshakable con - 
fidencein his Nevada claims, or he is the 
voldest swindler that ever laid snares to rob 
fat bank accounts. His crawning feat was 
his conference withthe chief stockholders of 
his company at the office of the Green 
Tree Brewery, Eighth and Sidney streets, 
about a month ago. He entered the lion’s 
den on that occasion, and by his calmness 
and composure escaped’ without deilng 
flayed alive. Mr. Henry Nicolous, Super- 
intendent of the Green Tree Brewery, who 
exhausted his powers of vituperation upon 
Whalen at that conference,was asked to-day 
to give an account of the proceedings. Oh, I 
have been inthe papers too much already, 
and people are beginning to laughat me. 
You are laughing at me, you know you are, 
because I was taken in so badly. That 
fellow Whalen wrote to some 
body in this city about a 
month ago that he was ready 
to offer stock at $3 a share, which he was 
selling four years ago at $25ashare. He said 
he was coming down from Chicago, but I 
never for an instant suspected that he had 
the nerve to come within the limits of St. 
Louls again. Sure enough he came, and one 
day he called me up by telephone and in- 
quired whetherI would consent to have a 
meeting of the principal stockholders of the 
brewery, and give him an opportunity 
to explain the affairs of the company. 
granted the request, and one evening about 
8 o’clock several gentiemen, who had deen 
caught for large sums, met in the Green Tree 
Brewery office. . 

WHALEN’S EXPLANATION. 

‘*Whalen was on hand, but he acted as if 
allthe transactions of four years ago were 
over and done for, and reference, need not 
be made to them. He unrolled a long docu- 
ment, which he said was from some royal 
engineer or other in England, who 
had assayed the mines and 
found immense quantities of gold 
in them. Whalen went over the old, old 
story of great wealth in the mines, te., and 
then he sald in his nice sweet way, ‘gentile- 
men, I was offered the use of $3,000,000 by 
English capitalists to develop the mines, but 
I refused the money, gentlemen; yes, 1 re. 
fused it.’ This lie was too big for me, 
could not swallow it; it was enough to on * 
a man sick with disgust. I turned on him 
and gave him the worst going over 
that ever one man got from another. 
I called hima thief, aswindler,a fraud and 
every other fond name that came to my 
tongue. ‘How dare you,’ said 1, ‘tell us the 
ridiculous lie that you could have had 
$3,000,000 of English money when you know 
that you have swindled so many people in 
this city outoftheir money. We who lost 
the biggest piles do not deserve to be pitied, 
for we have ourselves to blame, but 
the poor widows whom you defrauded 
are the ones who suffered on account of you, 
and yet you are proud to say that you had 
, 00000 thrown at you, but you dodged, so 
that you could come back here, I suppose, 
and get more money from us. Have you no 
heart to feel for that poor blind man whom 
you robbed of $2,000, all the money he had in 
the world?’ 

CLAIMS WHALEN CONFESSED. 

*‘I went for him fire and tongs, and he ac- 
knowledged everything; ves sir. He con- 
fessed that he had swindled us. I was very 
mad, and I feit for the poor blind man whom 
I recalled to Whalen’s mind. He lives some 
where in the country, and I believe that he is 
a brother of a former Mother Superior of the 
Ursuline Convent, I wound up my attack on 
Whalen by telling him that he ought to be be- 
hind prison bars, all his life. ‘You are not fit 
to walk the streets with honest men, I sald, 

‘and if it was not that we. did not like to ap- 
pearinthe newspapers as giant fools, who 
were fleeced by you as if we werea lot of 
sheep, you wouldjnot be where you are now.’ 
I could not control — 4 * I said every- 
thing mean that I could think of. 

After his hour of torture at the Green 
Tree Brewery Whalen concluded that 
St. Louis was too hot for him, and he re- 
turned to Chicago to cool off. But in spite of 
the bombasting and the threats which he got 
from Nicolaus, he had the nerve to come 
again to St. Louis a week ago, and 
this is the reason he is now in 
the holdover. Mr. Nicolaus and his 
uncies, Dr. Schlosstein and Mr. Louis 
Schlosstein, were the heaviest purchasers 
or St. Peter's mining stock, for between 
them they sunk nearly $50,000 in the enter- 
prise. Dr. Schosstein invested $20,000, Louis 
Schlosstein, $15,000, and Henry Nicolaus 
$13,700. Mr. Nicolaus Thursday swore to in- 
formation fora warrant for fraud against 
Whalen, the allegations being similar to 
those in the warrant secured by Dr. Lutz ex- 
cept that Nicolaus accuses the fellow of de- 
frauding him out of 513,700

FOURTH STREET AGAIN VISITED. 


The Establishment ofthe J. H. Crane Fur- 
niture Co. Badly Damaged by Fire. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock this morning an 


Third street and Washington avenue, and at 
the same moment that he rang the alarm 
Officer Martin Delaney yelled to the watch- 
man at No. 23 engine-house, a few steps 
to the south on Third street. The 


response to the alarm was prompt, and in a 
moment the streams were playing in on the 
building at the southeast corner of Fourth 
and St. Charles streets, just taken by the J. 
II. Crane Furniture Co. The firm had just 
moved in théir stock, and the painters and 
glazlers were still at work. The boarding of 
the first floor of the store had let down at the 
rear end, carrying with it a mass of mat- 
tresses and lightfurniture. The entire street 
floor isa wreck, and will have to be entirely 
replaced. The second floor was badly dam- 
aged by smoke and water, and isa sorry- 
looking sight, and most of the stock stored 
there is ruined. The fire started in the rear 
of the basement, the cause being un- 
known, and worked well forward 
among the packing cases and furniture. 
Never, however, was it beyond the control 
of the department, and it was confined to the 
building in which it started. This morning, 
after 8 o’clock, engines Nos. 14and 23 were 
pumping out of the cellars the water they 
had pumped in during the fire. 

Mr. II. P. Chalk of the Crane firm estimated 
the loss of furniture at about $60,000, partials 
insured, but.as to the exact amount he could 
not say, as so many changes had been made 
lately. The building, which belongs to the 
Allen estate, was insured for 2882, 
000 in the following companies, as 
furnished by Whipple’s report and revised 
by R. H. Markham CO.: Providence of 
Washington, $1,666; Niagara, $1,666; National 
of Hartford, $2,000; Greenwich, $2,000; Sun 
Mutual of New Orleans, $2,000; National, 
$2,000; London & Lancashire, $2,000; Manches- 
ter, $2,000; Firemen’s of Boston, $1,656; Lon-
